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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide the case for optical disk having 
the two ways of enjoying such as the reproduction of 
music or images and stereoscopic image observation. 
CONSTITUTION: For this case for optical disk with 
stereoscopic image observation lens, a first plate-shaped 
member 1 equipped with a housing part 11 for the optical 
disk, second plate-shaped member 2 equipped with a 
pair of lens 21 and 22 at an eye interval and third plate- 
shaped member 3 formed between the first and second 
plate-shaped members are linked through creases 41 
and 42, and a crease 24 is provided at the middle of the 
second plate-shaped member. This case for optical disk 
can be utilized as a stereoscopic image observation tool 
by attaching or printing a stereoscopic photograph to the 
third plate-shaped member 3.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the case for optical disks which added the stereoscopic 

model observation function. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As stereoscopic model peep equipment which can see a still photograph as 
a stereoscopic model, various equipments are proposed from the former and these people have also 
proposed the solid image vision possible assembly-type sheet as JP,2-275921,A from it. This solid 
image vision possible sheet prepares the lens section in one edge of a sheet, prepares the image section 
which juxtaposed the solid image of a pair in the other-end section, prepares a focus and the mark for 
angle-of-convergence adjustment under each image of this image section, starts through the focal 
distance of said lens, and forms said lens section and image section possible. According to this solid 
image vision possible sheet, it uses as a leaf document or cards besides the thing that a stereoscopic 
model is easily observable, or it prints in the margin section, and is a pamphlet, In using for a catalog 
etc. ****, they are cards, such as a telephone card, A card and photograph, Star's picture, There is an 
advantage that it can use as a case of a picture postcard etc.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] By the way, the above-mentioned solid image vision 
possible sheets are cards when using as a case among the various above-mentioned applications, since it 
is used preparing the lens section and the image section in the both ends of the sheet of one sheet, and 
folding up both ends, or developing, Card, Photograph, Star's picture, It can use only in the form 
inserted between the sheets which folded up thin objects, such as a picture postcard. 
[0004] On the other hand, in recent years, the optical disk is widely used as media of music or an image. 
While this optical disk is contained by the case of dedication in the circulation process and it is not used 
in a user's hand, usually it has contained in the case. This case has the stowage which served as 
protection of an optical disk, and the matter about the contents of the optical disk contained is directly 
printed by the case, or it is a case where the printed pamphlets were contained together and where 
thickness is comparatively thick. The above-mentioned solid image vision possible sheet cannot be used 
as such a case for optical disks. 

[0005] The purpose of this invention is to add a stereoscopic model observation function to the case for 
optical disks, and offer the case for optical disks which gave the two ways of enjoying oneselves from 
which playback of music or an image and stereoscopic model observation differed. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The 1st plate-like part material in which this invention has the stowage 
of an optical disk, and the 2nd plate-like part material which set eye spacing and prepared the lens of a 
pair, It consists of the 3rd plate-like part material formed between the 1st and 2nd plate-like part 
material. It is the case for optical disks with a stereoscopic model observation lens where prepare the 
fold which the 1st plate-like part material is turned up to the 3rd plate-like part material, and can turn up 
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the 2nd plate-like part material on it in the successive formation section, and it comes to prepare a fold 
in the middle of the 2nd plate-like part material further. 

[0007] A stereograph can be attached or printed to said 3rd plate-like part material. 
[0008] 

[Function] In this invention, since the stereoscopic model observation lens is prepared in the member of 
the case for optical disks, the case for optical disks can be used as stereoscopic model observation tools 
by attaching or printing a stereograph to the member which counters this lens section. 
[0009] 

[Example] Drawing 1 and drawing 2 are drawings showing the 1st example which applied this invention 
to the case of the optical disk called compact disk (trade name), and the perspective view shown after 
drawing 1 has developed the case, and drawing 2 are the perspective views showing the condition at the 
time of stereoscopic model observation. 

[0010] The case 5 for optical disks of this example (only henceforth a case) consists of the 1st plate-like 
part material 1 which has the stowage of optical disk D (an alternate long and short dash line shows to 
drawing 1 ), the 2nd plate-like part material 2 which prepared the lens of a pair, and the 3rd plate-like 
part material 3 formed between the 1st and 2nd plate-like part material 1 and 2. Each plate-like part 
material 1, 2, and 3 is connected through folds 41 and 42. 

[001 1] The 1st plate-like part material 1 sticks the disk stowage 1 1 fabricated with synthetic resin on 
pasteboard 12, and this disk stowage 1 1 very thing of it is the same as that of the disk stowage of the 
conventional case for optical disks. 

[0012] It is a product made of pasteboard, and the 2nd plate-like part material 2 folds up the 1st plate- 
like part material 1 in piles to the 3rd plate-like part material 3, on it, it folds up the 2nd plate-like part 
material 2, and is taken as one shell plate for protection. The lens section 23 which consists of lenses 21 
and 22 of a pair was formed in the edge of this 2nd plate-like part material 2, and the fold 24 is provided 
in the middle so that the part containing this lens section 23 may bend. The lenses 21 and 22 of a pair are 
lenses for trying to look into a stereograph in the condition of having bent the 2nd plate-like part 
material 2 with folds 42 and 24, and having made the lens section 23 and the 3rd plate-like part material 
3 countering as shown in drawing 2 . Although glass is sufficient as these lenses 21 and 22, it is light, 
and it is hard to damage and the cheap product made from plastics is suitable. 
[0013] The 3rd plate-like part material 3 is a product made of pasteboard, and when the 1st plate-like 
part material 1 is folded up, it becomes the shell plate of another side for protecting optical disk D. He 
forms in a fold 41 side the pocket 32 which has the insertion opening 3 1 at this plate-like part material 3, 
and is trying to stop the collection 33 of images which printed the stereograph into insertion opening 3 1 
part. 

[0014] When using this case 5 as a case of optical disk D, optical disk D is contained to the disk stowage 
11, and as shown in drawing 3 , it folds up, and is used as a case. 

[0015] When using a case 5 as stereoscopic model observation tools, a stereograph (A and A show 
among drawing) is observed bending the 2nd plate-like part material 2 with folds 42 and 24, making the 
lens section 23 and the 3rd plate-like part material 3 counter, stopping the collection 33 of images into 
insertion opening 31 part of the pocket 32 of the 3rd plate-like part material 3, and turning over the 
collection 33 of images, as shown in drawing 2 . 

[0016] In addition, in both sides of the margin sections other than lens section 23 of the field of the 
outside of the pasteboard 12 of the 1st plate-like part material 1, and the 2nd plate-like part material 2, 
and the 3rd plate-like part material, the matter about the contents and others of optical disk D can be 
printed suitably. 

[0017] Drawing 4 and drawing 5 are drawings showing the 2nd example of this invention, and it is the 
perspective view in which drawing 4 shows the development view of the case for optical disks, and 
drawing 5 shows the condition at the time of stereoscopic model observation. 

[0018] The case 10 of this example forms successively the 1st plate-like part material 6, the 2nd plate- 
like part material 7, and the 3rd plate-like part material 8 through folds 91 and 92 like the case 5 shown 
in drawing 1 . 
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[0019] The 1st ^plate-like part matenal 6 is what stuck the disk stowage 61 fabricated with synthetic resin 
on pasteboard 62 and is printing the stereograph to the field of the outside of pasteboard VeTZ 2nd 
plate-like part matenal 7 is a product made of pasteboard, and has prepared the lens L^uon 73 a^id fte 
fold 74 which consist of lenses 71 and 72 of a pair.
